VATICAN ClTY—Energetic activity and 
forceful preaching characterized the first week 
of the pontificate of Pope John Paul Il. 


From his first public appearance on the 
monumental central balcony of St. Peter's 
Basilica Oct. 16, Pope John Paul demonstrated 
his self-confidence, spirituality, linguistic 
ability and, above all, his pastoral concern. 

“tl WAS AFRAID to take on his appointment,” 
he told the crowd in floodlit St. Peter’s Square 
the night of his election. “But | did itin a spirit of 
obedience to our Lord and with total trust in his 
mother. 


“I don't know if | can express myself well in 
your—in our—Italian language,” said the first 
nen-ltalian pope in 455 years. “If | make a 


mistake, correct me.” 


The Polish pope pledged to begin his 
pontificate “with the help of God and with the 
help of men.” 


_ THE NEXT MORNING in a televised mass 
from the Sistine Chapel, the gifts of the new 
pope as pastor and theologian were evidenced 
in an 11-page Latin speech to the College of 
Cardinals. 
“We consider it a primary duty,” said the 
pope wearing a tall bejeweled miter, “to 
_ promote very precise execution of the norms 


__and directives of the council (Vatican II), with 
_ action that is both prudent and stimulating.” 


‘The pope said he would give priority to 
promoting deeper research in ecclesiology, the 
study of what the church is and how it is to 
function. . 


IN A SURPRISE move that afternoon, Pope 
John Paul announced he would go to Rome’s 
Catholic hospital, Policlinico Gemelli, to visit a 
friend, Polish Bishop Andre Deskur, who was in 
a coma. 

Upon arriving at 5 p.m., the new pope was 
greeted by enthusiastic crowds of patients, 
medical personnel and other Romans on hand 
to witness the new pope’s first trip outside the 
Vatican. 


After his trip to the hospital, rumors of a 
possible papal trip in May to Poland were 
supported by Polish church sources. 

THE POPE ALSO expressed a desire to go to 
his homeland for the 900th anniversary of the 
martyrdom of St. Stanislas May 8, 1979. The 
pope told journalists he would go if the Polish 
government allowed the trip. 


On Wednesday, Oct. 18, the pope again met 


with the College of Cardinals to receive the 
second traditional act of obedience from them.

The first act of obedience was made after the 
pope’s election Oct. 16 and the third came 
during the solemn mass inaugurating the new 
pontificate Oct. 22. 

He told the cardinals in Italian that their 
decision to elect him was an act of trust and 
courage. 


IN A STRONG voice, he reminded them that 
their office as cardinals may require them to 
suffer imprisonment and even the shedding of 
blood for the church. 

Instead of receiving the cardinals’ acts of 
homage while seated on the papal chair, Pope 
John Paul approached each cardinal 
individually. 

On Friday, Oct. 20, Pope John Paul held his 
first meeting with diplomats accredited to the 
Holy See. 


HE TOLD THEM that his Polish nationality

After a prayer before the tomb of Pius . 
XII, Pope John Paul kissed the threshold of 
the chapel where St. Peter's remains are 


believed to be. 


The new pope stopped at the chapel 


__ containing the icon of Our Lady of - 
_ Lithuania. He then prayed at the 
_ Sarcophagus of Cardinal Beran, arch- 


bishop. of Prague, who died in exile in 


_Rome, and at the tomb of Pius XI. -

“witness of universal love” to all men. 

The Polish pope restated the church’s 
commitment to promoting religious freedom 
and equal treatment for believers everywhere. 

“There is still too much physical and moral 
misery caused by the negligence, selfishness, 
blindness or harshness of men,” said the pope. 


HE ENCOURAGED national leaders to work 
for social progress and pledged the church’s 
assistance, especially through formation of 
consciences. 

One of the biggest surprises of the week was 
reserved for about 1,000 journalists and audio- 
visual media personnel at the Vatican for the ~ 
conclave. ; 

In an unprecedented action, Pope John Paul 
met with hundreds of journalists one-by-one as 
he walked through the Hall of the Benedictions 
in St. Peter’s Basilica. 


AS JOURNALISTS asked questions in 
English, Italian, Polish, German and French, 
the new pope answered them in their native 
languages. 

In his formal French speech,. the pope 
warned journalists against exaggerating or 
sensationalizing religious news. 


He said they should be wary of trying to find 
political significance in all of the church’s 
actions and he asked them to be sensitive to the 
spiritual values which animate church 
activities. 


THE FIRST WEEK of pontificate climaxed 
Sunday, Oct. 22, with the solemn mass in St. 
Peter’s Square inaugurating the ministry of the 
263rd successor of St. Peter. 


The pope addressed the nearly 250,000 
people in 11 languages, saying: 

“Brothers and sisters, do not be afraid to 
welcome Christ and accept his power. Open the 
boundaries of states, open economic and 
political systems and the vast fields of culture, 
civilization and development to his saving 
power.” (See pages 7, 16.)

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Youth didn't blush as they quizzed bishop

They didn’t blush. They pulled no 
punches. They asked questions their 
parents wouldn't even dream of asking a 
bishop. And Bishop Leo T. Maher handled 
the questions with adroitness and expla- 
nation. 


It was the “Rap with the bishop” session 
at the Youth Day last Friday at the 
Community Concourse. The questions 
thrown at the bishop included references 
to test tube babies, cloning, premarital 
sex, abortion, celibacy, women priests, 
divorce and remarriage, Proposition 6, 
and Popes John Paul | and II. 


“HOW DO YOU fee! about the test tube 
baby?” asked one youth. 


“lam for life,” the bishop responded, 
adding, “but you can’t use evil means” to 
create life. 


“What do you mean by evil means?” 
asked another. 


The bishop explained that semen 
needed to fertilize the ovum has to be 
obtained by masturbation. “That's an evil 
means,” he said. 


“WHAT IS the church's stand on 
cloning?” 

“It's a dangerous process,” Bishop 
Maher said, “because nobody knows what 
the outcome will be in the long run. There 
was only one perfect man—Christ him- 
self.” 


Each time the bishop answered one 
question, the room was filled with raised 
hands from the some 200 or more youth 
eager to quiz their chief shepherd. 


‘ONE TEENAGE girl said that sin has 
been portrayed as something ugly and 
dirty, and asked how pre-marital sex 
between two people who love each other 
could be regarded as something ugly and 
dirty? 


The bishop replied that God has given 
us a Commandment not to commit such 
an act outside of marriage. He said it 
would hurt both people involved because 
they are “not seeking a mature relation- 
ship.” 


On the question of abortion, one youth 
asked: “How do you find out when a 
woman has an abortion and what do you 
do about it?” 


“1 DON’T FIND out, and | don’t want to,” 
Bishop Maher replied. 


But, he said, the church tries to create a 
right conscience among the faithful on 
moral issues. If a woman does have an 
abortion she must confess it, in the 
confessional, he added. 


“This diocese has done far more than 
most dioceses in protecting the unborn,” 
he stated. “It's ahuman rights issue” Since 
the unborn child is entitled to the basic 
human right to life, he said. 


“HOW DO YOU feel about abortion inthe 
case of rape or incest?” came another 
point-blank question. 


“Abortion can never be justified,” he 
replied. 


If pregnancy results, which is rare, she 
has an obligation to carry the baby through 
to birth, he added. 


ON CELIBACY, Bishop Maher said it 
“shows we (priests) are not of this world. 
We need that witness today more than 
ever.” 


If celibacy was made optional for 
priests, “it would leave a vacuum in the 
church,” he added. - 


“Will there ever be women priests?” 


THE BISHOP SAID he doesn’t think the 
2,000-year tradition in the church of an 
all-male priesthood will change. However, 
“there is nothing in the scripture to 
prevent it,” he said.

Religion teachers came to learn at Festival |

It was called “Festival |, the San Diego 
Congress and Youth Day.” And it was a 
festival—of the Word. 


More than 1,200 English- and Spanish- 
speaking religious educators throughout 
Southern California came together at the 
San Diego Community Concourse to grow 
in their faith, learn better techniques and 
absorb more ideas in teaching the faith 
to their students. 

THIRTY-SEVEN speakers in 77 work- 
shops and eight general assemblies—four 
in Spanish—shared their knowledge, 
experiences and ideas at the annual 


‘diocesan congress. 


The theme was “In the Service of the 
Word,” and the keynote speaker, Jesuit 
Father Johannes Hofinger, said evangeli-

‘zation must take place before catechesis. 


The aim of religious educators is not just 
to teach the principles of the faith to their 
students but to help them come to a 
deeper, personal commitment with the 
Lord Jesus Christ, he said during the 
opening general assembly Friday night. 


FATHER HOFINGER, a pioneer in 
catechetics and the author of several 
books on the subject, quoted from the 
General Catechetical Directory issued 
seven years ago by Pope Paul VI: 


“Any form of catechesis must also 
perform the role of evangelization.” 


Therefore, Father Hofinger added, “we 
must speak more of evangelizing cate- 
chesis. True catechesis as far as it evange- 
lizes leads step by step to an ever deeper, 
more committed ‘yes’ to God's wonderful 
plan for our lives.” 


“BLESSED ARE young people,” he 
declared, “who have a religious teacher 
who sees this Clearly.” 


Dr. Christiane Brusselmans, an inter- 
nationally-recognized religious educator, 


’ gave the Saturday morning General 


Assembly address on the “Ministry of the 
Family.” 


She noted that Vatican II restored to 
parents their right to sponsor their 
children into the church and their 
responsibility for the spiritual growth of 
the children. 


“IN THE EIGHTH century the church 
declared that parents could -not sponsor 
their children in the faith because they 
would give forth to a sinful life because of 
their sexual act,” Dr. Brusselmans said. 


“After 14 centuries of malpractice, we 
as educators have a little work to do to 
improve the parents’ image of themselves 
and to give them what they need to do their 
job. 

“Parents, know that you are priests and 
that you perform the priestly mission of 


Jesus Christ within your own family,” she’ 


said. “It is the Christian family that is the 
cradle where the faith will grow.” 


MORE THAN 1,500 persons attended 
the general assembly. Saturday night 
to hear Dr. Elisabeth Kubler-Ross, the 
famed consultant in the care of. dying 
patients and their families. 


“We don’t protect our children, we 
protect ourselves when we shield our

children from the windstorms of life,” she 
said. “Children canteach us everything we 
need to know about life and living.” 


People need to have the “courage to 
share the death of a sibling or a parent or 
grandparent with their children,” she said. 
“If that was done it would be the beginning 
of the next generation which would not 
need education on death and dying. 


“ITS NOT NATURAL to have to teach 
death and dying. If people knew what 
dying is really about they wouldn’t be 
afraid of dying.” 


She related that what impressed her the 
most when she started in this work was 
ide people shared at the end of their 
ives, 


“People realized that they spent their 
life making a living, but never really lived.” 
They were able to live fully in the time they 
had left, Dr. Kubler-Ross said. 


“PEOPLE CARRY pain, grief and 
unfinished business” around with them 
for most of their lives, she related. They 
need to get in touch with this so they can 
get rid of the anguish, she added. 


In the Sunday morning general asem- 


bly, Grayson Warren Brown, a young black 
liturgist from Brooklyn, spoke on “Liturgy, 
Liberation and Social Change.” 

“Love is the law of our religion. If we 
don't love we can’t be Christians no matter 
what we do,” Brown declared. 


HE SAID LOVE should take us into our 
communities and neighborhoods to help 
liberate the oppression of the poor, and 
thus fulfill Jesus’ message, “That the poor 
have the good news of liberation preached 
to them. 

“This has everything to do with liturgy. In 
the liturgy we celebrate life, but we can’t 
celebrate life if there is death; we can’t 
celebrate-goodness if all that surrounds us 
is evil. 

“Love always calls us to action. We've 
got to love, care and do something,” he 
said. 


AT THE END of Brown’s address, Bishop 
Leo T. Maher made a surprise entry into 
Golden Hall and related how the new pope, 
John Paul tI, then-Cardinal Karo! Wojtyla, 
came to the Eucharistic Congress in 
Philadelphia in 1976 and spoke of 
freedom, justice and the eucharist. 

“How beautiful is the experience of the 
eucharist in receiving the Lord,” the 
bishop said. “The eucharist. opens the 
treasures in our lives and liberates us to 
action.” 


Among the Speakers who conducted the 


four assemblies and 11 workshops for ~ 


Hispanics was Father Virgil Elizondo, 
founder and director of the Mexican- 
American Cultural Center in San Antonio, 
Texas. 


HE WAS ALSO the homilist for the 
closing liturgy on Sunday, “Mass for a 
Soulfull People,” composed by Grayson 
Brown. : 


Bishop Maher, the principal celebrant, 
and Father Elizondo were joined by about 
20 other priests and Deacon Bernard Gray 
of Christ the King parish, San Diego, the 
first black permanent deacon ordained in 
the diocese. About 2,000 people attended 
the celebration, including about 500 
Spanish-speaking. ; . 


During the homily, Father Elizondo said 
Christians must learn to live for the sake of 
others. “Communism, capitalism and the 
various other ideologies are not the 
greatest threats to the world,” he said. 
“Selfishness is that which poses the 
greatest threat.” 
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A time to keep

The election of a Polish pope focuses attention, 
as never before, on the state of the faith in that 
middle European country. The words and pictures 
of the past ten days since Pope John Paul Il came 
out onto that balcony at St. Peter’s Basilica, have 
brought an illumination to the Catholic church in 
Poland which shows a deeply rooted, infinitely 
treasured faith. As the cradle of faith for so many 
centuries, Poland surely deserves the honor of the 
first non-ltalian pope in more than 450 years. 


Perhaps it is an object lesson for us. Have we 
reached the comfortable stage when we take our 
faith and our freedom of faith for granted? The 
Polish Catholics have long suffered the shackles on 
their faith which communists and Nazis imposed, 
and have come through stronger than ever. By far 
the majority of Poles are Catholics, practicing their 
faith in spite of oppression. As John Muthig, the NC 
News man in Rome, says in the article on page 16, 
“Despite hardships inflicted on professing Catho- 
lics at school and on the job, 80 to 90 percent of the 
population attends Sunday mass.” 


Priorities in order 


The attacks on our church in the United States 
may not be so overt as those of the communists of 
Poland and Eastern Europe, but they are real 
nonetheless..And perhaps we Catholics, in taking 
our freedom to worship so much for granted, are in 
for a rude awakening one day. The gradual 
circumscription of our freedom of choice in 
schools, in prayer, in worship is like a cancer eating 
away at a vital organ. The freedom for secularism 
grows daily as the freedom to worship is curtailed. 


Is it possible that, unlike the oppressed Catholics 
of Poland, we comfortably slide into a pew on 
Sunday and slide out again, as a kind of clockwork 
rhythm, without ever doing anything more about 
our faith. And there are those who don’t even slide 
into a pew when a recreational activity has a 
stronger call on their Sunday time. The heart of our 
faith is the eucharist. The Catholics of Poland know 


it, and treasure it. Maybe we need alittle more overt 
oppression of our faith to make us equally faithful 
and fearful of its loss. 


National Catholic Enquirer 


It could be that a miracle will happen and the 
National Catholic Reporter will find something right 
with the church. It is certainly expert in finding 
everything that (it presumes) is wrong with the 
church.

Did Jesus trade on others’ ignorance?

“At any rate, this outlook was made to 
order for the communication and recept- 
ion of Jesus’ essential message, namely, 
that he had come to establish the ‘reign of 
God’ in the world.”

The Holocaust is the central image of 
the evil of racism. However, it is so 
overpowering inits perversity that we need 
others, less staggering and closer to 
home. That is exactly what is provided by 
Summer of My German Soldier, airing 
Monday, Oct. 30, at 9 p.m. on NBC. 


The setting is a small town in Georgia 
where whites consider themselves 
superior to blacks and the town’s one 
Jewish family is socially somewhere in 
between. The time is 1944 and German 
soldiers captured by the American Army 
are being interned in prisoner-of-war 
camps such as the one located near this 
particular town. 


A teen-age girl, Kristy McNichol, is 
impressed by the manner of one of these 
POWs, Bruce Davidson, because he 
speaks English and talks to her onan adult 
level. When he escapes from the camp,

IF WE REACT resentfully to being 
“given orders,” it may it may bethatwe 
are rather addicted to doing things our 
“own.way” and loathe to take direc- 
tion. If we are agitated by the fact that 
courtesies such as ‘“‘please” and 
“thank you” are utterly lacking in a 
colleague’s conversation, perhaps we 
take our dignity a little too seriously. 


On the whole, people do-not under- 
stand each other, nor will they, until 
they learn to accept each other as 
quite different. Whether it be brother 
or sister, friend or workmate, mother 
or father, each person is in some way 
different from the other—possibly 
very different. 


And short of setting up some kind of 
personal dictatorship and forcing the 
adoption of one’s own rules andcodes, 
there isnowaywecanchangeothersto 
our way nor coerce them nearer to our 
own, more “desirable” image. Ifwecan 
admit that there is no way this one or 
thatis likely to bring us around tohis or 
her way, we should realize the unlikeli- 
hood of our being able to alter them. 


SO SINCE WE ARE stuck with each 
other as we are, we might as well make 
the best of it. And the best way to make 
the best of it is to relax. We can allow 
someone else’s idiosyncrasies to “get” 


of this fervent little congregation and in his 
writings he continues to preach their 
founder's doctrine.

Their theme is “the call to religious life

she helps him hide in a shack behind her 
house. 


Even though she is Jewish and feels 
deeply about the atrocities committed 
against her people in Europe, she believes 
that she is right to help this German who, 
she is certain, is neither Nazi nor “a good 
shot.” 


_When her secret is discovered, she is 
treated as an outcast by her family and as 
a criminal by the townspeople. It is the 
black housekeeper, her only friend, who 
helps her through the tragedy. ; 


As a parable on racism, this film 
convincingly portrays the. destructive 
nature of prejudice in a small community 
which nurtures a complex hierarchy of 
racial hatreds. The production has gotten 
the period details right and the script 
makes credible the romantic teen-ager 
whose idealism makes her react to the 
young soldier as a fellow human being

to us and throw us into a constant 
uptightness. We are then always at the 
ready—ready to be sparked into 
irritation, ready to take offense, ready 
to hurt or snap or snub or sulk.

Instead of clutching our dissaproval 
to our righteous bosoms, let it slip by 
and move back alittle sothatthe loving 
understanding of Christ has a chance 
to slip in its place. When the first stab of 
irritation tingles and the hackles begin 
to rise, that is the time to pause and 
think of what we are doingtoourselves. 


LET THE OTHER ONE be what he or 
she is. The question is, are we being 
what we would really like to be? Are we 
damaging ourselves in our zeal to 
reform or damage someone else? And 
where is Christ in this moment? Are 


* those hackles raised against him too? 


We can release antagonism as 
simply as unclenching a fist, if we want 
to. We can thumb a nose at pride and 
self-conscious virtue and let all that 
negativism slide away—if we want to. 


serve Christ and so to serve one’s neigh- 
bor. 


This book will be a help to those who 
think they have a religious vocation. But 
more than that, it is a source of inspiration 
for the lay reader who will thrill to see the 
work of the Holy Spirit still alive in the 
church.

Pro-life wins in 95th Congress 


WASHINGTON (NC)— 
“We gained more than we 
lost” in the 95th Congress, 
according to Father Edward 
Bryce, director of the U.S. 
bishops’ Committee for 
Pro-Life Activities. 


“The abortion issue was 
very much on the minds of 
politicians,” he said. 


FATHER BRYCE said 
anti-abortion groups did 
not get everything they 
wanted in the 95th Con- 
gress and added, “We have 
to be realistic in accepting 
that this is a long-distance 
run.” 


There was no significant 
action in the 95th Congress 
on proposals to amend the 
Constitution to restrict 
abortion. 


But Congress did pass 
laws restricting abortion 
funding, providing cover- 
age for pregnant women in 
companies with disability

“The abortion funding 
issue centered on appro- 
priations bills for the De- 
partment of Health,.Educa- 
tion and Welfare. 


The House has consis- 
tently voted to prohibit 
funding for abortions 
through Medicaid or the 
Public Health Service ex- 
cept when a mother’s life 
would be endangered if she 
carried her pregnancy to 
term. 


THE SENATE has consis- 
tently supported more 


“permissive language to 


allow federal funding for 
abortions that are “medi- 
cally necessary.” 


After five months of 
battles in 1977, the two 


Houses agreed on language 
that prohibits abortion 
funding except when the 
mother’s life is endan- 
gered or she faces servere 
and longlasting physical 
health damage if she car- 
ries the pregnancy to term 
or if the pregnancy results 
from rape or incest. 


The two houses battled 
again this year and the 


House agreed to renew the 
same language in this 
year’s appropriations bill by 
only three votes, 198-195, 
in the last hours of the 95th 
Congress. 


FATHER BRYCE said “we 
would have been pleased ” 
with the more restrictive 
language but ‘‘we are 
pleased that there is some 
restriction.”

interview Oct. 21 at Villa 


Stritch, the U.S. bishops’ 


residence in Rome. 


The pope ‘‘has over- 
whelming love for man, for 
every man, not excluding 
sinners and the errant,” 
Cardinal Krol said. “And 
he’s had to deal with them 
in Poland, even commu- 
nists. He has never looked 
at them in any other way 
except as the image and 
likeness of God. 


“While as of this moment 
they are in error, he never 
lets this color his obliga- 
tion to teach them the truth. 
Even though they are card- 
carrying communists, he 
regards them as ours, as his 


children.” 


THE CARDINAL said 
critics of the church’s 
efforts to improve relations 
with communist-ruled 
countries of Eastern Europe 
“are flagging their own 
ignorance.” The pope does 
not believe you can isolate 


_ communists, he added. 


“They are people to 
evangelize. He has a real 
fatherly love for them. We 


-have to reach them, preach 


them the truth,” said the 
cardinal. 


“Can you preach to some- 
One you're not talking to?” 
asked Cardinal Krol. 


THE POPE “knows he’s 
dealing with an integrated 
philosophy that has as its 
stated goal—never re- 
nounced—world domina- 
tion and the elimination of 


religion,” said the cardinal. 


“In Poland,” he said, “you 


have a lot of non-believing 
communists. They practice 
communism but don’t be- 
lieve it. They call them 
‘radish communists,’ red 
on the outside, white on the 
inside.” 


These people help the 
church maintain itself in 
Poland, he said. They carry 
a communist party card to 
maintain their jobs and leak 
planned government re-

Does God really 
care about me? 


By Mary Maher 


In her novel “Final Payments,” Mary Gordon tells the story 
of a 30-year-old woman who stands before her father’s open 
grave and her own open, new life. For years she has cared for 
him, an invalid. 


Within a few months she falls in love with a man who asks 
commitment of her. She panics, returns to find one of her 
father’s old friends who is bedridden and decides to care for 
her. She finds choosing life more difficult than dealing with the 
death process in others. 


BUT SHE RESOLVES her crisis: “That night I thought of 
what I had come here to get away from. I had promised 
Margaret I would stay with her as an acknowledgment of my 
own dying. If I called Eleanor, if wrote to Hugh, if] sang at the 
piano with Father Mulcahy, I was susceptible to all that loss. 


“Tt came to me that life was monstrous: What you loved you 
were always in danger of losing. The greatest love meant only, 
finally, the greatest danger. But it was life I wanted. Not 
Margaret. 


. “Margaret’s unlovableness rendered her incapable of 
inflicting permanent pain. She could decay the soul, but she 
could not destroy it. Only love could do that, and the accidents 
of love. But it was life I wanted. Life and loss.” (“Final 
Payments,” 1978, Random House.) 


WE MAY, AS THIS GIRL, fear the full demands of life so’ 


much that we hang out in the shadows of non-growth and 
death. For it is hard to grow well. 


What many of us do when we hang out in death-dealing 
settings is to cast blame upon God for his not caring about us. 
Do not mistake what I say: God’s active presence in 
humankind as a caring compassionate Author of Life has 
suffered much real confusion in our day. 


Who does not wonder where the God of history was during 
the Holocaust? He seemed to be up against the problem of evil 
then as much as we are. But I am speaking of our daily 
wonderment at where God is in our lives. 


IN LIFE MANY OF USare called to be Mary Gordon’s sort 


of character—to embrace the frightening task of embracing’ 


our own lives. When this happens the God-question comes up 
for grabs and we ask again: Who is God? Does he care about 
my passage, my present pain? 


Tad W. Guzie says, “The process begins to take place, really 
and often painfully, as we come to terms with other persons as 
truly other. 


“Grace and the risen life therefore acquire a new meaning, 
for it is at this stage that one begins to understand experientially 
and not just notionally the sense of life coming out of death. 
One has to work out the process of rising to new life by 


_accepting responsibility for oneself as Jesus did.” (“Jesus and 


the Eucharist,” 1974, Paulist Press.) 


GOD’S CARE FOR US involves the full journey into 
human growth that life is. God’s care has never been an 
anesthetic against the necessary human wounds (Jacob is 
named Israel, wounded unto healing). Care of us by God is not 
a nurturing that smothers but a call that stretches. 


It is a strange thing but, as humans, we often call out to God 
to save us from what he gave us: rich, growth-full, possible life. 


We want protection and insulation from defeat; we want 
grace to repress those feelings of anxiety so necessary to tell us 
where we humanly are: we want comfort more than care. 
Because—if we see the characters in scripture at all—God’s 
care often seems to be little comfort. 


NO EDEN REVERSED do we get; instead, a world in the 
1970s struggling with nuclear power and its own future. But a 
world, too, which reaches out to offer innumerable 
possibilities to look more like the creatures God made— 
offered to us now in the behavioral sciences in new and vital 
ways. 

God’s care is not the comfort of familiar patterns which offer 
no life. God’s care asks the journey of heroes through the 


necessary confrontation with the dark aspects of our human 


personalities and their integration (not destruction) into our 
lighter side. Like Mary Gordon’s character, it is a costly gift to 
understand how God cares for us—it asks re) much stepping 
out of death into life. 


But God insisted that we would need to be a people in order 
to live the arduous call to be cared for by him. To choose the life 
he gave we will need a good deal of support and much 
understanding and tenderness from our human brothers and 
sisters. 


“The order of God, the good pleasure 
of God, the will of God, the actions of 
God, the grace of God, all these are one 
and the same thing in this life. It is God 
laboring to render the soul like unto 
-him.”—P.J. De Caussade, “Abandon- 
ment,” 1887. 


Synopsis 


Faith, love and wisdom=love always involves risks. When 


we freely give our love to another, we are vulnerable. -The 
person to whom we awe our love may be a husband or wife or 
a child, 


And we are asked, as Christians, to extend our love to 
community and beyond. Some are asked to spend their entire 
lives in a religious community where their love is extended to 
many. But our loving others, no matter how fully, does not 
assure uninterrupted happiness and physical comfort. 


Yet love opens the door to life. The more fully we oo the 
stronger our faith and wisdom grow. 


Jesus showed how much he cared about people during his 
entire public ministry. In the story of the paralytic, he 
shows us his power to heal both the body and the spirit. But the 
greatest healing is the healing of the spirit. The wounds of the 
spirit (sin) long for forgiveness which only God can grant. 


Jesus made it clear that his forgiveness was easily granted 
as long as we have faith. And his love knew no limits. Love and 
forgiveness, as they grow in our lives, help us grow more in his 
likeness. 


The spirituality of the Jewish philosopher teaches us that 
our response to God should not be half-hearted. He believed 
that God’s concern answers and heals modern man’s lack of 
energy to do good. In every age, there are people who may, like 
the prophets, be described as “a fire which burns because 
Yahweh is forever kindling.”

The story of Jesus’ cure of a paralytic in Mark (2:1-12) is 
fascinating from many points of view. As it stands, it seems to 


-represent a combination of two originally separate narratives— 


a miracle story and a conflict study about Jesus’, and the 
church’s power to forgive sin. 


The composition is quite uneven, actually awkward in spots, 
and the reaction of the bystanders, for instance, seems to have 
nothing to do with the man’s sins having been forgiven. 
Matthew changed the conclusion to fit this, the main point of 
the story, for Christian readers. 


THE NARRATIVE illustrates the close connection 
between faith and healing,-both physical and moral. In the 
thinking of the day, there was an intimate tie-up between moral 
and physical evil. Jesus went along with this to a certain extent. 


While he refused to connect personal sin with personal 
suffering (see John 9:2-3), he recognized that the basic evil from 
which all other evils in some way flow is moral evil. And so, in 
answer to the unspoken request of the paralytic’s friends for a 
cure, he bypassed the paralysis and said instead, to everyone’s 
amazement: “My son, your sins are forgiven.” 


Notice that he didn’t, strictly speaking, claim to be forgiving 
the man’s sins himself, but this was how his enemies and, later, 
the Christian community, understood him. 


_ THE SCENE IS DRAMATIC. Jesus was teaching ina 
house in Capernaum, and there wasn’t even Standing Room 
Only. Along came a little group carrying a paralytic on a mat, 
hoping to present him to Jesus. Unable to get past the door, 
they refused to give up. 


They went up on the roof, removed the thatching, and let the 
man down in front of Jesus—a relatively simple process, but 
ingenious, and one which must have caused a commotion. 
(Luke, with Greco-Roman houses in mind, complicated the 
process by having them remove the tiles; see Luke 5:19). 


It is strange that the paralytic does not emerge as an 
identifiable personality. He says nothing, does nothing; he 


simply drops in, is healed, stands up and leaves with his mat 


under his arm. Even the faith which elicits Jesus’ response is 
not his own, but that of his friends: “When Jesus saw their faith, 
he said to the paralyzed man...” 


OF COURSE, THE LATTER could be incltidled in the 
expression, but thiaht we not.see here also an intimation of the 
power of the community’s faith to attract the attention and the 
saving power of Jesus? 4 


Jesus goes to the heart of the problem and strikes a blow at 
the radical source of all human ills. And how gentle is his 
address: “My son, your sins are forgiven.” 


This statement provoked a controversy, one which was very 
real to the readers of the gospel. With deep faith in the saving 
power of the risen Lord, they claimed that that power was still 
active in the Christian community, the power to forgive sin. 


IT IS TRUE, as his adversaries objected, that God alone 
can forgive sin, but the Christians were convinced that the 
risen Lord still exercised divine power in the world. 


' Their answer to their adversaries was the same as that of 
Jesus to his. There is no denying that anyone can say he 
forgives sin; that’s easily said. But how prove it? By doing 
something else which only God can do, something they can all 
see, by curing the paralytic on the spot. 


-Many New Testament scholars feel with good reason that 
the words of verse 10 were not addressed by Jesus to his 
immediate audience. Rather, they seem to be a sort of 


commentary on Mark’s part, calling to the attention of his 


readers the real meaning of the miracle. 


HE DOES NOT WANT them to miss the point, to get so 
excited about the physical curé as to overlook its profound 
significance, the power of the Lord and of the church to forgive 
sin. 


Matthew’s version spells this out even more clearly: “To help 
you realize that the Son of Man has authority on earth to 
forgive sins...” (Matthew 9:6). And after the miracle, according 
to Matthew 9: 8, “At the sight, a feeling of awe came over the 
crowd, and they praised God for giving such authority to 
men.” 


Notice: “to men.” In the story, Jesus alone exercised that 
authority, but as risen Lord, he had passed on that same 
authority to men in the Christian community (John 20:22-23). 


Thus do the evangelists assure their readers that if they 
approach the Lord in the community of believers with the same 
faith that animated the paralytic and his friends, they can be 
sure to hear, at least in the silence of their hearts, the same 
comforting words: “Have courage, son, your sins are forgiven” 
(Matthew 9:2).

Share in Jesus’ victory

Meditation prepares us to share in the 
victory which Jesus has already won. 
Jesus Christ at this moment is the 
universal victor throughout the whole of 
history: “They will go to war against the 
Lamb; but the Lamb is the Lord of lords 
and the King of kings, and he will defeat 
them, and they will be defeated by his 
followers.” (Revelation 17:14) 


Moreover, the victory of Christians is 
a share in the already accomplished 
victory of Jesus, the Christ: “Write this: 
that what I am saying is sure and will 
come true.’. And then he said, ‘It is 
already done. I am the Alpha and the 
Omega, the Beginning and the End.” 
(Revelation 21:5) 


MEDITATION PREPARES us to 
receive the victory from Jesus as Jesus 
himself received the victory from his 
Father. The very nature of meditation as 

__ sitting and waiting on the Lord disposes 
us to set aside our own victory in order to 
exalt in Jesus’ victory. 


The Lamb submitted to.the discipline 
imposed by God and in this way was 
made victorious: “Hence I will grant 
whole hordes for his tribute, he shall 
divide the spoil with the mighty, for 
surrendering himself to death and letting 
himself be taken for a sinner, while he 
was bearing the faults of many and 
praying all the time for sinners.” (Isaiah 
53:12) 

Furthermore, Isaiah says of the 


“God is the binding element in the 
world. The consciousness which is 
individual in us is universal in him; the 


Messiah, “Harshly dealt with, he bore it 
humbly, he never opened his mouth” 
(53:7) We see the spiritual attitude 
behind this prophecy fulfilled in Jesus’ 
posture before Herod, “He questioned 
him at some length; but without getting 
any reply.” (Luke 23:9) 


-JESUS SILENTLY absorbed our 
hate within himself, “actually destroying 
in his own person the hostility.” 
(Ephesians 2:14) There are times when 
we are hurt that we would like to react, 
but to react would only continue the 
destructive process of hurt, hate, hit 
back, hurt, hate, hit again and again. 


Yet, to do nothing does not seem 
constructive either; in fact, it seems as 
though the evil is winning. Yet to hit back 
increases the evil, it does not resolve the 
problem. ; 


Meditation asa discipline teaches us to 
sit and wait. Waiting as an act of faith in 
Jesus’ victory, already accomplished and 
available, but proportioned out accord- 
ing to our victory over sin, disposes us to 
receive: “For the Father, who is. the 
source of life, has made the Son the 
source of life.” (John 5:26) 


For this reason, then, we should often 
take-our hurts to meditation rather than 
reacting. In meditation we will learn to 
wait on the Lord. Waiting on the Lord, 
believing in Jesus’ victory will save us 
from a great many sins. A sinless life is 
the victory that Jesus has prepared for 
us!

One time after being away for 
awhile, Jesus came back to Caper- 
naum in Galilee. Word got around 
quickly that he was at home.

While Jesus was speaking, four 
men arrived carrying a paralyzed 
man. They wanted to bring him to 
Jesus.

WHAT WERE THEY to do? They 
decided that the roof might be a way 
to get into the house and near Jesus. 
So they lay the man down safely away 
from the crowd. Then they climbed 
up on the roof. It was flat and made of 
grass thatch. They opened up a hole 
in the roof above where Jesus was 
talking to the crowd. 


Then they carried the paralyzed 


man up on the roof. Through the hole _ 


they let him down on the mat on 
~ which he lay. They lowered him down 
' right in front of Jesus. 


Can you imagine the surprise of’ 


the people near enough to see what 
was going on? And can you imagine 
the joy that Jesus may have felt when 
the paralyzed man on his mat came 
down from the roof and settled down 
in front of him? 


HE CERTAINLY knew how eager 
the friends of this man were to bring 
him to him. Jesus was deeply im- 
pressed with their faith in him—so 
impressed that he didn’t wait for 
them to plead for healing for their 
friend. 


He looked at the paralyzed man 
and said to everyone’s surprise, “My 
’ son, your sins are forgiven.” Now, no 
one had said anything about sin. The 


paralyzed man’s friends'were merely 
seeking healing for their friend. Many 
people in the group were upset. 


They asked among themselves, 
“Why did he say that? Only God can 
forgive sins. He is presuming to do 


-only what God can do. He shouldn’t 


be doing this! We don’t like this kind 
of behavior!” 


JESUS WAS immediately aware of 
what they were thinking. He asked 
them why they were questioning his 
behavior. “Which is easier, to say to 
the paralyzed man, ‘Your sins are 
forgiven,’ or to say, ‘Stand up, pick up 
your mat and walk again’?” he said. 


Jesus was telling them that the 
healing of illness can be brought 
about by the same power as the 
healing or forgiving of sin. Jesus was 


not saying that the man was para- 


lyzed because he had sinned, but 
that every kind of evil is somehow 
related to the power of sin in the 
world. 


Jesus was showing the people that 
the power he had to heal sickness 


was the same power that forgives sin. 


Such power comes only from God. 


JESUS THEN turned to the para- 
lyzed man again and said, “Stand up! 
Pick up your mat and go home.” 

The man who had been unable to 


move at all stood up, picked up his 
mat and happily walked outside. 


Everyone watched him with a- 


mazement. They said to one another: 
“We have hever seen anything like 
this!” And they praised God for his 
healing, forgiving power. 

Christians continue to remember 
this story and tell it to one another 
because we believe that same power 
is in our own lives today. Jesus is with 
us-to bring healing and forgiveness. 
We need to trust in Jesus with the 
kind of unshakable faith the four 
friends of the paralyzed man had. 
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Abraham Heschel: a man 
of wisdom and faith

Abraham Joshua Heschel, called by many 
Catholic priest-friends their beloved “Father 
Abraham,” was one of this century’s finest 
scholars and philosophers of religion. Three 
years before his death in 1972, Rabbi Heschel 
spoke these words which were also very 
autobiographical: 


“To be moderate in the face of God would 
be a profanation. The goal is not accommo- 
dation but a transformation. A mediocre 
response to immensity is offensive to 
eternity.” 


HESCHEL WAS never moderate in his 


response to God or other humans. He was a 
mystic, a passionate pursuer of truth who will 
be known for generations because of his 
powerful and poetic descriptions of the living, 
dynamic relationship between’ God and 
humanity. 


Religious relationship, Heschel wrote again 
and again, was very reasonable and yet 
reason never exhausted its richness and 
fullness. While we humans apprehended 
much about our lives and religious exper- 
ience, we could never comprehend its depth. 


Abraham Heschel was born in Europe, 


studied and taught in Berlin through an’ 


appointment of Martin Buber, was expelled 
by the Nazis in 1938 and migrated to England 
and later to America. 


HERE IN the United States he taught at 
Hebrew Union College in Cincinnati and later 
at the Jewish Theological Seminary. He 
lectured widely and wrote many volumes 
valuable~to both Jews and the Jewish- 
Christian dialogue. 


Heschel studied Jewish sources assidously _ 


in order to show how their traditional values 
offered insight into what modern Jews 
needed. The titles of two of his works well 
indicate the direction of his thought: “Man is 
Not Alone” and “God in Search of Man.” 


God’s active concern for men and women 
was central to Heschel’s thought. He believed 
that his concern answered and healed 


‘modern humans’ rootlessness and lack of 


energy to do good. 


HESCHEL DID NOT believe moderns 
were estranged from religion by reason of its 
intellectual perplexity but by reason ‘of the 
failure of real human experience to make links 
with people’s religious experience. The 


prophets were those who knew best the 
genius of this link. 


Heschel wrote often that, contrary to how 
many saw Judaism as a tradition of pre- 
scribed and bound regulations, it had never 
ceased to be the spontaneous and creative 
presence for all humankind. 


In the later years of his life, he wrote with 
passion that the world should understand the 
State of Israel as this sort of surprising 
presence: “Israel reborn represents a 
breakthrough into whole new areas of 
experience and understanding. It defies 
conventional conceptions, ordinary expect- 
ations. Its essence is a proclamation. 


“THE MYSTERIOUS events so central 
to Judaism and Christianity seem so strange 
because they are so unprecedented. The 
return to Zion is an unprecedented drama, an 
event for which there is no model, no analogy. 
Israel is a miracle in disguise. 


“Things look natural and conceal what is a 
radical surprise. Zion rebuilt becomes a 
harbinger of a new understanding, of how 
history is intertwined with the mystery. Israel 
is the opposite of a commonplace, it is an 
extraordinary place, and it is on the verge of 
the extraordinary that we may encounter the 
marvel. 


“Israel as a novelty is not an absolutely new 
beginning, but a resurrection in Ezekiel’s 
sense. It is an accord of adivine promise anda 
human achievement.” 


BUT HESCHEL did not minimize the cost 
of the achievement of Israel nor the wound to 
the whole world that the Holocaust was and 
remained. 


Rabbi Heschel applied his insights to 
concrete problems which he saw facing 
modern times. He participated in ‘White 
House conferences which dealt with prob- 
lems of youth and old age. He was active with 
the civil rights movement in the United States 
in the 1960s. 


It was Heschel’s energetic participation in 
Jewish-Christian dialogue previous to Vati- 
can Council II which made the way for the 
declaration of concern for Jews which would 
later come from the Catholic church. 


Abraham Joshua Heschel was, as one of 
the prophets whom he described, “a fire 
which burns because Yahweh is. forever 
kindling.”

REV. JOSEPH GLYNN, 0.C.D. 


Born in Ireland, Father Glynn joined 
the Carmelite Order in 1950. Current- 
ly his work in Los Angeles is with the 
prayer apostolate, to which he brings 
a varied background of experiences in 
Ireland, Rome and the Philippine 
Islands. 


His publications include a book on 
St. Teresa of Avila, the life and 
message of the first woman declareda 
Doctor of the Church. Father Glynn 
has authored several articles on 
prayer and spirituality. 


Father Glynn’s workshop, “Lord, 
Teach Us To Pray—Praying the Our 
Father”, will ‘look at contemplative 


prayer as a journey into God, through- 


sacred “inner space,” where a per- 
son’s relationship with God is to be 
developed. 


Time will be set aside for centering 
in, resting with the Lord, and filling 
one’s self, and the room, with the 
Power: Prayer and the Presence of 
Jesus. 


MS. PATRICIA KOLAN 


Ms. Kolan is currently a parish 
religious education coordinator 
involved in areas of catechist forma- 
tion and parent sacramental pro- 
grams.

Kolan is a candidate for her Masters in 
Religious Education at Loyola Mary- 
mount in Los Angeles. 


She brings to her work arich history 
of religious education work in 
parishes and in the Diocesan Office of 
Religious Education in Wilmington, 
Delaware, as well as teaching a 
catechetics course at St. Joseph 
College in Emmitsburg, Maryland.

Her 
experience of 11 years in diocesan 
religious education work has been in 
the San Diego and Los Angeles 
offices. During three of those years, 
Sister Marie was CCD Supervisor for 
High School Programs in the Los 
Angeles Office. She has also spent 
five years doing missionary work in 
south Texas. 


Sister's Workbook for Teacher 
Development has been well-used for 
formation programs. She brings to her 
work an excellent background in 
teacher formation, leadership and 
communications training, and helped 
prepare facilitator training for the 
Diocesan Synod. 


Sister Marie Laux’s workshop, 
“Parent Effectiveness: Insights” will 
focus on comunication skills that can 
enable effective sharing with adults or 
children. The group will focus on how 
to send clear messages to another 
person when there is a probelm to be 
solved and how to listen when another 
person is “verbally throwing rocks”. 
Some of the concepts are based on 
Thomas Gordon's book Parent Effec- 
tiveness Training. 


REV. JEROME BEVILACQUA, 0.S.A. 


Father Bevilacqua, born in Pitts- 
burgh, has been living in southern 
California since age eight. A member 
of the Order of St. Augustine, Father 
taught at St. Augustine High School, 
San Diego for 11 years. He has been 
well-known in the area for his courses 
in Scripture study, and for about four 
years has contributed a regular 
column in the Southern Cross, the 
Diocesan newspaper, on Scripture 
and meditation. 


Father Bevilacqua will present a 
workshop titled “Discipleship Accord- 
ing to John.” In it he will reflect on the 
theme of discipleship in the Gospels, 
contrasting the insights of John with 
those of the Synoptics. The workshop 
will go from a more objective look at 
the Gospels to a consideration of 


discipleship in terms of personal 
application. Father's knowledge of 
Scriptures will be an experience of 
enrichment for participants in his 
workshops. 


MR. ALEX SHAIA 


Mr. Shaia, a Maronite Rite Catholic, 
has joined the staff of the Center for 
Christian Ministry, working in both the 
department of Child and Family and 
of Adult Education. Mr. Shaia, who is 
working towards his Masters in 
Religious Education from Seattle 
University, has earned a M.A. in 
Education and Counseling from the 
University of Alabama, Birmingham. 


Among his experiences in ministry 
are included service as a hospital 
chaplain, pastoral ministry in a 
parish, and secondary religious 
education. 


The workshop presented by Mr. 
Shaia, “Faith Development and One's 
View of the World,” will focus on two 
factors of the faith development of 
adults. 


Those factors which hinder the 
development are both a lack of under- 
standing of adult stages of faith devel- 
opment as well as a narrow con- 
stricting view of how the world 
operates which is often fostered in our 
basic science classes and in assump- 
tions incorporated in our up-bring- 
ing. 

These two areas—Adult Stages of 
Faith Development and Worldview— 
will be looked into in this session.

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Talking point—1,000 years of faith in Poland 


Catholicism runs deep in new pope’: Ss homeland 


By John Muthig 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Pope John 
Paul Il comes from a country which, 
despite its official atheism, is widely 
regarded as the world’s most Catholic 
nation. 


Unlike some Catholic countries, 
Poland can boast that its Catholics are 
more than nominal Christians. 
Despite hardships inflicted on 
professing Catholics at school and on 
the job, 80 to 90 percent of the 
population attends Sunday mass. 


PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS do not exist. 
Catholic youth and lay organizations 
are banned. The church is almost 
entirely blacked out from the news 
media and is given no access to state- 
controlled radio and television for 
broadcasting religious programs. 


Hundreds of thousands of residents 
in the drab new industrial suburbs of 
Poland must attend mass outdoors 
even through rainy and cold seasons 
because the government will not per- 
mit the building of a sufficient 
number of churches. 


Catholic newspapers, books and 
magazines are strictly limited in what 
they can print and in the quantity they 
can publish. 


OPENLY PROFESSING Catholics 
will never have a chance to advance to 
important posts in local or national 
government, and executive posts in 
most major industries and pro- 
fessional fields also are closed to 
them. 


The government, however, has 
never been able to break the firm links 
between the bishops and the Polish 


CATHOLIC NATION—The Bles- 
sed Sacrament is carried under a 
canopy in a procession in a 
church in Cracow. Despite efforts 
of the government to suppress 
religion, Catholicism continues to 


flock. Authorities have tried schedul- 
ing attractive outings for students or 
factory workers on Sundays to 
discourage mass attendance, and in 
some fields the government has 
made Sunday a day of work. 


Yet still on Sundays the people flock 


to churches or to the slapdash. 


shelters set up to protect the altars 
from the elements, and still about 85 
percent of Polish youth attend parish 
religious education classes. 


BLOCKED FROM communicating 
with the faithful by television or radio 
or widely circulated Catholic press, 
the Polish bishops make the most of 
pilgrimages, special spiritual exer- 
cises and retreats. 


Communications between mem- 
bers of the closely knit episcopal 
conference are also difficult. So the 
bishops hold five or six plenary 
assemblies every year—three times 
the number held by most other 
national conferences. 


At these meetings they draft a half 
dozen pastoral letters each year 
which are read from the pulpit of 
every church in Poland. 


SOME BISHOPS, to guarantee good 
religious foundation for their flocks, 
have asked their priests to preach 
cycles of homilies on key doctrines or 
teachings of the church. 


Despite restrictions, the church in 
Poland has implemented liturgical 
changes of Vatican II more than have 
some churches in the free world. 
Liturgies are updated, and dignified. 
the people join in the mass prayers 
with enthusiasm. 


Other Vatican II reforms, however, 
have been harder to incorporate into 
Polish life. 


SINCE THERE ARE few non-Catho- 
lic Christians in Poland, ecumenism 
is a theoreticai issue. 


Development of the laity’s role in 
the church has been hampered 
somewhat by government restrict- 


ions on lay organizations. The Polish 


church is still heavily dominated by 
clerics and still bears a clerical 
stamp. 


Polish seminaries are full and 
vocations to orders of women reli- 
gious are still flourishing. Unlike other 
European churches, the Polish 
church continues to send out hun- 


_ dreds of missionaries. 


THE GOVERNMENT in some cases 
turns a blind eye when a bishop 
exceeds the number of seminarians 
which state officials say he can have. 


Poles have maintained a strong 
attachment to Our Lady, especially 
honored as the “Black Madonna” of 
Czestochowa. Pope John Paul II, in 
fact, has a letter ““M” for “Maria” on his 
coat-of-arms. 


The Polish church is often criticized

as monolithic, but the nation’s 
bishops say they have no choice but to 
form an iron-clad-unity against the 
Communist government. 


DESPITE THEIR BEING in an Iron 
Curtain country, Poland’s hierachy 
has developed remarkable contacts 
with the church in other lands. Many 
American, German, French and 
African bishops and cardinals have 
toured Poland with Cardinal Stefan 
Wyszynski of Warsaw and the new 
pope.- - 

The Polish bishops say that the 
publicity given these tours helps the 
outside world learn the true Situation 
of the Polish church and pressures 
the goverment to make changes. 


Under Pope Paul VI, Cardinal 
Wojtyla and the other members of the 
Polish hierarchy lived through an 
extraordinary experience of shared 
decision-making and collegiality. 


THE POLISH BISHOPS were given 
certain broad freedoms under Paul VI 
to make their own decisions and plan 
their own strategy against the hostile 
government. Authoritative Vatican 
sources say that Cardinal Wyszynski, 
and not Paul VI, appointed all of 
Poland’s bishops. 


Yet many Polish bishops remained 
very skeptical of Vatican dialogue with 
Polish Communists. 


Pope Paul, as a result, was fread to 
pull back ‘the reins on Vatican 
diplomats. Chief Vatican negotiator in 


where he was elevated to cardinal 
by the late Pope Paul VI.

Poland, Archbishop Luigi Poggi, now 
spends most of his time during visits 
to Poland with Poland’s bishops rather 
than with the nation’s Communists. 


’ THE YEARS of uneasiness between 
the Holy See and the Polish bishops 
resulted in the agreement that the 
Vatican and the bishops would work 
together as: partners in ee 
with the Communists. 


Polish séminaries teach courses 


entitled “Church-State” to help new 


priests deal with inevitable problems. 


The government still tries to 
discourage vocations and recently 
began drafting seminarians—an ac- 
tion prohibited by a church-state 
accord—into units where they are 
pressured to change their minds 
about the priesthood. 


IRONICALLY, the government is 
content to see the Polish church 
remain strong. Warsaw is the victim of 
heavy Soviet domination, and the 
westward-looking, vibrant Catholic. 
church gives Poland a.window to the 
West. The Moscow-harrassed Polish 
Communists often gaze through it 
with relief. 


Last year Polish primate Cardinal 
Wyszynzki began a series of un- 
precedented private talks with 
Communist leader Edward Gierek. 
The talks broke down, however, and 
the church is still struggling to have 
Poland’s government recognition of it 
as a legal institution.
